BUtT-TwO Million Dollar, to lie Spent 
In < ouKlructlon ot BattlOeklPO 

In connection with the development 
of Ihe French navy, naval official* at 
Washington are advised that the Paris 
government will expend 310,000,000 
franca (W.'.OOU.OOO) on new ship 
ttruction during the year.
